| possible delay. It will have the im- 


mediate effect of removing the housing 


question from the arena of parochial poli: 


tics and of putting it on a basis where it 


can become the careful and unprejudiced 
study of every right-thinking man in 
Dublin, The conference, we may assume, 
will appoint a committee on which all the 
Churches, science, capital, and labour will 
be strongly represented, and that com- 
mittee will get into immediate touch with 


| the City Hall. The promoters of the con- 


ference have not the smallest desire to in- 
terfere, directly or indirectly, with the Cor- 


‘poration’s freedom of action. They “ do not 
intend that any approved building schemes 


promoted by the Corporation should be 
abandotied or suspended.’ At this 
moment the City Council contemplates 
large schemes of re-building in the slums, 
which are to be financed by an expensive 
loan from the United States. It appears 
that the loan has beep sanctioned by the 
Local Government Board, but neither that 
body nor the Corporation itself has yet 
formal sanction to the housing 
schemes. We may now hope that the Cor- 
poration will hold its hand until it has 
an opportunity of .taking the whole city 
into consultation through the agency of 
the Lord Mayor's conference. 

“distinctly understood,” of course, that 
the conference cannot enjoy, and will not 
claim, any right of veto on the Council's 
decisions. That assurance ought to re- 
move the last suspicion with which any 
section of the Corporation may regard the 
prospect of interference with its preroga- 
tives. These are not threatened at all. 
The nominees of the conference will ap- 
proach the Corporation with an absolutely 
honest mind, anxious 'to be helpful in a 
matter which concerns intimately every 
man, wéman, and child in the city of 
Dublin. We are convinced that the 


Corporation's hand will be strengthened 


enormously, and that the whole city must 
benefit, if even the smallest measure of 
joint action is found to be possible. We 
have criticised the Corporation severely 
and often, but we refuse to believe that it 
will not welcome, in its most difficult task, 
the assistance of the best brains and ripest 
experience that Dublin can offer to its ser- 
vice. 

We suppose that Mr. Brady's move- 
ment was afoot before the Lrish-Canadian 
Rangers came, saw, and conquered; but 
the requisition which we publish to-day is, 
at least, a happy sequel to that memorable 
visit. The Irish-Canadians made a visible 
impression on the barriers which divide 
our small 
satisfied compartments. They brought to- 
gether all sorts and conditions of men. 
They inspired leaders of Irish thought and 
policy with sentimenta which were not 
only hopeful and patriotic, but had the 
rare merit of unanimity. They helped us 
to discover that Dublin, Belfast, Cork, and 
Litwerick are all inhabited by decent and | 
generous Irishmen. In a word, they 
charmed us into a realisation of the fact 
that, if Ireland chooses to be a united and, 
therefore, progressive country, she can get 
anything that she wants in the world and 
can give new glory to the Empire. There 
is no reason except a bad tradition why 
the city of Dublin should not work out 


her own salvation in the light of the 


events of the past week. On ihe basis 
of Mr. Brady's movement she can solve 
not only her hoysing problems, but other 
problems—public health, public morality, 
labour troubles, education——which are still 
unsolved only because she has never ap- 
proached them in the right way.

THE LOST CITIES OF CEYLON. 


The discoveries of Dr. Schliemann on 
the site of ancient Troy, of Mycense and of 
liryns, with the later excavations in Crete 
and the explorations in Palestine, opened 
anew chapter in archwology. Since then 
races of ancient civilisations have been 
found in Yucatan, and even in the delia 
dthe Amazon.

tun. Our own Indian Empire is now re-, 


eiving that attention to which her history 
entitles her, and many writers have been 
inspired to describe for us the half-forgat- 
ten glories of the ruined and deserted cities 
which stud that great country. Among 
these few exceed in interest those former 
Cingalese capitals whose very existence 
was only aceaadentally discovered by Lieu- 
tenant Fagan in 1820. Indeed, it was not 
till 1871 that any steps were taken to re- 
claim and preserve them. The jungle 
growth of Ceylon, like that of the basin of 
the Amazon, soon swallows up all traces of 
the neglected work of man, and, when the 
invading Tamils from Southern India 
drove the Cingalese kings to their central 
stronghold of Kandy, the beautiful cities 
of Anuradhapura and Polonnaruwa were 
left to the bears, hogs, leopards, croco- 
diles, and monkeys which still infest the 
wooded regions, 

The founder of the Cingalese dynasty is 
said to have come from India on a raiding 
expedition some five and a half centuries 
before the Christian Era. He found the 
island, then named Lanka, inha ver ro | a 
primitive race, contemptuougly referred to 
as  Yakkhs,” or “demons.” That they 
were low in the scale of civilisation may be 
inferred from the fact that they “ never 
produced a book, an inscription, a coin, 
ora permanent building.” It is, therefore, 
ail the more Far cm. that before the 
ivaders had occupied the island for a cen- 
tury the city of Anuradhapura had been 
founded, and the Buddhist religion was in- 
troduced by Mahinda, son of the great In- 
dian ruler, Asoka. The new religion was 
enthusiastically received, and-ever since 
Ceylon has remained a Buddhist strong- 
hold. All through its history the island 
has suffered from the raids of the tribes 
of Southern India, comprised under the 
general title of Tamils, or Damilos, in 
the national historical work, the Maha- 
wansa, whose compilation dates from the 
Bith century, A.D. This record, continued 
by successive priests, like our own Annals 
of the Four Masters, gives a fairly aceur- 
ale account of the kingdom from B.C, 
ló the date of the English occupation.

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A SATIRE ON WOMEN. 


Since Thomas Hood wrote his “Plea 
of the Midsummer Fairies,” and Words- 
worth expressed a revulsion towards “a 
creed outworn, many writers have cast a 
longing look on themyths of earlier times ; 
but Mr. William Arkwright has combined 
a reference to the divinities of Olympus 
with an allegorical satire on woman's 
modern aspirations. A discontented 
cypress tree, “of the variety naméd Wes- 
termanm,’’ has, by introspective musings, 
become dissatisfied with her stationary 
lot, and has acquired amongst her wood: 
land companions the sobriquet of “ Uti- 
nam ’—that is, ' Would that! —to express 
her attitude of discontent. She implores 
the goddess Juno to transform her to a 
peacock, whose plumagé has called ‘forth 
ia admiration, but finds herself stl 
unhappy, mainly owing to the fe: «f 
moulting. Moreover, in her new form ste 
‘learnt to be a beggar, a coward, a 
thief."" So she again appealed to Juno, 
but ineffectually, to be a loated to become 
as one of the Iechionable ladies who fre- 
| gnented the garden in which she spent her 
time. She was. however, answered by 
Venus, who granted her wish. Thus she 
now became a modern worshipper of that 
_divinity—in other words, a female votary

Savage with disappointment, she attacks 
with her hammer the church altar, which 
changes its form, and on it she beholds 
an uprooted sapling.

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GERMANISM FROM WITHIN. 


Many authors are now ready to denounce 
the evils of Germanism, but we cannot 
help wishing that some of them had 
written their words of wisdom in what 
seoms the dim epoch before the outbreak 
of the war. Among the small band that 
gave us timely warning we must reckon 
Mr. McLaren. He lived in Germany for 
many years, and he bears the most com- 
plete testimony to Weltpolitik from 1900 
to 1916. This part of his. book has been 
done by so many writers that it is scarcely 
so fresh as the vital section dealing wit 
the internal situation for these years. 
There are passages of great value con- 
corned with the War Lord, character and 
culture, the lesson we may derive from 
them, and the like. How stimulating is 
the account of the internal situation may 
be judged in part from the titles of the 
chapters ; they are— “ The Internal Situa- 
tion at the Beginning of 1914,” “ Mili- 
tarism,” “The Desire of the German 
People for War,” “The Socialists and 
the War,” “Berlin dn Peace and War, 
“North and South,’” “The Possibility of 
Revolution,” and “Public Opinion in 
Germany.’ : 

German militarism Mr. McLéren traces 
to the army spirit, distinet from, and 
sometimes antagonistic to, the civilian 
spirit of the average man atid woman in 
England and France; to the pressure of 
population, defence of .political or tre 
ligious liberty, territorial aggrandisement, 
and the lust of conquest, and to the 
philosophy of war which we associate with 
men like Treitschke. In this connection 
we think that the author ought to have 
bestowed some time in tracing the geriesis 
of the Prussian ideal of the Stave, om- 
hasising the part played. by Fichte and 
Taeel. He does, however, emphasise one 
point well worth emphasising. He states 
quite truly that no typical representative 
of German kultur has ever declared free- 
dom to be one of its essential ingredients. 
For ourselves culture or civilisation is not 
the command of a mass of knowledge, and 
it is not synonymous with discipline. It 
is ah activity of the free mind. On the 
other hand, the German of every political 
party acknowledges the fact that he sur- 
renders something of this freedom for 
State ends. The brand of Socialism, to use
